Only D.H. Lawrence 
has done without them successfully, by finding his 
own peculiar rhythm in the nov something that 
grew out of his whole feeling for life, though im his 
short stories he can be traditional enough. Perhaps

I've been dealing with things that have hardly been 
written about.

= between these writers and Israeli writers? 

J.: It's hard to say. It depends on the extent to 
which we can assume that the Israeli writers know 
English — which I think we can assume — but to 
what extent we can- assume that Americans know 
Hebrew, I don’t know and have the gravest doubts. 
Contact should be through a knowledge of originals, 
but better contact through translations than none at 
all. The main thing is not to be isolated. Nobody 
can do without Europe. With all their great litera- 
ture and fund of original ideas, Americans are still 
obsessed with their relation to Europe. so how can, 
say, South Africans, or Israelis, do without it? Speak- 
ing from ~ South African experience, I have seen 
how the rikaners deliberately cut themselves off 
from Europe — there are special historical reasons 
for that, the long trek to the interior and then the 
attitude of the English — but the results have been 
very seriously debilitating: there is simply a dearth 
of ideas and new modes of sensibility, a poverty of 
ideas; in a sense, European ikleas since the end of 
the eighteenth century have not been allowed to 
penetrate. You can’t do that without paying very 
dearly for it. Im the long run, however, the mutual 
influence between Israeli and fore Jewish writers 
is going to depend om merit. Any Israeli writer can 
learn more from Dickens than he eould from some 
minor writer who happens to be a Jew. 

— Finally, a word about your impressions eof 
rae 

D.J.: I was here ten years ago, for about six 
months. Now I feel that people are more polite — 
there has been a great change in re 
generally they're more physically more | 
comfortable, and also more relaxed about Jews from) 
abroad who have not come to settle.

Comfortable Hostel

come about in the past few 
months, since Ashkeion'’s Yo- 
seph Friedman took oyee the 
hostel. It is open to all, but 
beds should be booked by mail 
at this time of the year. 

For members of the Inter- 
national Youth Hostel Asso- 
ciation the price of a bed is 
700 prutot: for non-members 
IL1.400. Two sheets cost an 
extra 690 prutot. The hostel,
